First MEETING, MARCH 6, 1905. 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside in said 
meeting. 

Meeting called to order at 6.30 A. M. by the Town 
Clerk. 

John R. Hartwell elected and qualified as moderator. 

Fred H. Holland, George P. Holbrook and Edward E. 
Adams qualified as election officers and tellers, W. H- 
Thorne and J. W. Clark qualified as election clerks. 

Art. 2. To choose a clerk, treasurer, tax collector, 
three selectmen, three assessors, three overseers of the poor, 
two constables, one auditor, one tree warden, all for one 
year. One school committee for three years; one trustee of 
public library for three years; one water commissioner for 
three years ; also two field drivers and two fence viewers for 
one year. Also, to vote “‘ yes ’’ or ‘“no,”? in answer to the 
question, ‘‘ Shall licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
be granted in this town?’’ All the above to be in one ballot. 
Also to choose all other town officers. The polls will be 
open at 6.30 A. M., and may be closed at 1.30 P. M. 

The polls were closed at 1.40 P. M. The checklists 
showed the names of 170 persons checked as having voted 
and 170 ballots were found in the box. The ballots were 
counted and declared, and the votes were for the following 
persons :

Voted to appropriate $300.00 for transportation. 

Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to forbid the use 
of the tramp room, or any part of the fire department build- 
ing as a pest house, or act in any matter relating to the same, 
as petitioned for by Charles LaCroix, and others. 

Voted: ‘That the town forbid the use of the tramp room, 
or any part of the fire department building as a pest house. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will accept the provisions of 
Section 339 of Chapter 11 of the revised laws of Massachu- 
setts, relating to longer terms of office for the board of select- 
men, assessors and overseers of the poor, or act in any 
matter respecting the same. 

Voted to dismiss the article. 

Art. 12. To seeif the town will authorize the selectmen 
to have bulletin boards erected at suitable places for posting 
official town notices, and appropriate money for the same. 

Voted: ‘That the town. authorize the selectmen to have 
bulletin boards erected at suitable places for posting official 
town notices. 

Voted to appropriate $20.00, and the number and loca- 
tion of same to be left with the selectmen. 

Art. 13. To see if the town will lay a six-inch main on 
Plain street from Thorne’s Corner to the house of H. E. Hos- 
mer, and appropriate money for the same, or act in any man- 
ner relating thereto. 

Voted: Appropriate $800.00 to lay a new 6-in. main 
from Thorne’s Corner to H. E. Hosmer’s, to be expended by 
the water commissioners, the money to be taken from the 
balance in the town treasury.

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Art. 14. To see if the town will take any action or in- 
struct any of its officers in regard to the construction, altera- 
tion, or removal of any poles or wires by any telephone, tele- 
graph or electric light company, over or along any of the 
streets of the town, or act in any matter relating thereto, as 
petitioned for by George F. Holbrook and others. 

Voted to dismiss the article. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will increase the number of 
electric lights. 

Voted: That the town increase the number of electric 
lights by twenty-five. 

Art. 16. To see if the town will appropriate money 
from the bank and corporation tax to pay for any lights over 
and above the one hundred contracted for, or act on any mat- 
ter relating thereto. 

Voted: That the town appropriate a sufficient sum of 
money from the bank tax to pay for 25 additional electric 
lights to be included in and expire with the present contract 
with the Medfield Electric Light Co. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will appropriate money for 
the salary of the superintendent of schools. 

Dismissed. 

Art. 18. To seeif the town will instruct the selectmen 
to repair and keep in order the town clock. 

Voted: ‘The selectmen repair and keep in order the 
town clock. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money for the purpose of painting and repairing the Ellice 
school house.

The selectmen organized as follows: Jeremiah H. Shan- 
non as chairman ; John H. Ingraham, clerk; George F. Hol- 
brook, superintendent of streets. 

Your board had many things to contend with in the way 
of expenditure that were not provided for in the regular 
appropriations forthe year. The state road was a source of 
danger, as it could not be finished before winter set in, and 
many complaints were entered. We did what we could, and 
at an expense of $196.51. It was put in first class shape 
and was accepted by the highway commission. We haye on 
hand a pump valued at $14.40. The sewer on Main street 
became frozen, and allthe cellars in the vicinity were 
flooded. It was remedied at an expense of $35.00. Balti- 
more bridge washed away in April and $99.22 was required. 
Collins bridge was repaired at an expense of $65.00. The 
culvert on Main and Spring streets were relaid for $23.45. 
We made a contract with Simpson Bros. of Boston to build a 
stone sidewalk on Exchange street to junction of Union from 
R. R. crossing 8354.17 square feet at a cost of $1,900.21, and 
$69.26 for grading the same.

I submit to you my report for the year as inspector. One 
complete inspection of all the neat cattle and the condition 
of the premises where said cattle where kept. The written 
report of the conditions and of the cattle has been sent to the 
Cattle Bureau. ‘There were at the time of inspection 58 
stables, in which were kept 698 cattle. During the year 6 
cattle haye been quarantined for Tuberculosis, after the usual 
course of investigation 4 were condemned and killed, 1 was 
released, and r is still in quarantine.

REPORT OF STATE AGENT. 


Stoneham, Mass., Feb. 1, 1906. 
To Chairman of School Committee, 
Millis, Mass. 

Since the opening of the schools in September last, I 

have been able to :nake three visits to the Millis high school. 

. The teachers of the school began the year with the de- 
termination to make it a successiul one, as far as in them 
lay, both in the spirit of the instruction and in the work of 
the pupils ; and I think I can justly say that no two teachers 
have worked harder than they have to this end. 

There is, too, a marked improvement in the work of the 
pupils, and in conduct, in application to study, and in the 
preparation of the work assigned them the majority of them 
now show a disposition that I sincerely hope in future visits 
to see extended through the whole school. Boys and girls 
entering the high school with certain primary and grammar 
school habits of depending on the teacher to smooth the way 
over all difficulties, and with a juvenile vagueness of com- 
prehension and expression, and often with little ability to 
read even simple statements understandingly, need first of 
all, to acquire the power of mental concentration and applica- 
tion; to develop self-reliance and perseverance in overcom- 
ing difficulties, and to form the habit of doing things well 
and just right, and if the pupils do not assist in the acquisi- 
tion of these attainments, it will be up-hill work to educate 


them. 
Another thing in the management of a small town high
